any proper combination of the two describe or suggest a data analysis display configured to display representations of sub processes 
included in the data analysis process identified by a selected entry, where the displayed representation of sub-process include 
representation of a deployment sub-process for storing a created data attribute in one of a first transactional data source, a second 
transactional data source other than the first transactional data source. Instead Nw describes a system configured to extract, organize, 
format and present data for business intelligence purposes. Examiner response that Examiner is entitled to give claim limitations their 
broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the specification. Interpretation of Claims-Broadest Reasonable Interpretation: During patent 
examination, the pending claims must be 'given the broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification.' Applicant always 
has the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution and broad interpretation by the examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, 
once issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 162 USPQ 541,550-51 (CCPA 1969). In this case Nw and Bal

10b examiner responds that examiner respectfully submits that applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot 
show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
